The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania filed a petition for a writ of certiorari in the above-
captioned matter on November 24, 2021 which was docketed by this court on November 30, 
2021. Respondent’s opposition is due on December 30, 2021. Respondent respectfully requests, 
under Supreme Court Rule 30.4, a 30-day extension of time until January 31, 2022 to file his 
response to Petitioner’s petition for writ of certiorari.

2022; and arguments on post-trial motions in People of the State of Illinois v. David Blue, 2020-
CF-109 on January 14, 2022.  
 

For the foregoing reasons, respondent is respectfully requesting an extension of time to 
file his opposition. Respondent has not previously sought any extension of time in this matter.
